But at New Orleans the 
relative humidity is 79 per cent, at 
New York it is 73 per cent, and at 
Yuma only 43 yer cent. This is, the 
air at New Orleans is high in mois­ 
ture, at New York less so, and at 
Yuips it is very dry.

goods and exported only 6,880,000,000 
In 1919 the first year after the armis­ 
tice, her crippled industries were se­ 
verely handicapped. 
Imports ran to 29,773,000,000 francs 
and exports totalled 8,723,000,000 the 
figures being larger on the tides be­ 
cause of the lower value of the franc 
in the world’s market. 
Complete figures are not yet'avail­ 
able 
for 
the first eight months of 
1920; that is, to the first of Septem­ 
ber, but the complete figures to the 
first of Aujspist, coupled with official 
estimates for the month of August, 
give a total of imports to September 
first 
of about 23,000,000,000 francs, 
and of exports of about 15,000,000,000 
francs. 
The prospects are that for 
the full year of 1920 Franc© will hgve 
imported only slightly more than in 
1919, while she exported to foreign 
countries nearly three times as much 
as in the preceding year.
